You misunderstood me. I did not suggest a search under other nomes. Rather 
I said to bd sure the FBI includes all its "see" references, ^'hose are referenfies to 
Sidney in documents of which he is not the subject. See under, etc* 

With this backlog I think it is worth taking the time to file those requests 
at the field offices. They do not have such backlogs and may respond fairly promptly. 
Comparatively, anyway! 

It is proper that the FBI protoct the privacy of others but that privacy ends 
when li|c ends. You may bo well advised if you do any searchings, as in the ^'imes, 
which is indexed v, or better if you have a friend there who can get copies from their 
morgue), to include while you are at it all those you know Sidney had any association 
with wh in whom the FBI could have had an interest. 

Tou say Sidney was active in movies about the time of the Hollywood Ten. If 
he had any connection witji them or with that case kndw that one Edward Dmytrl^r was a 
fink0> amongst them.
